Tax Rate of $25 

Is Possible This Year 


Although the Appropriation Com¬ 
mittee estimated that the tax rate of 
Weymouth would be about |3U in 
1924 under their recommendations 
which were substantially adopted, 
a tax rate of $25 is possible, because 
of the large increase in valuation in 
1923-1924, which includes the new 
station of the Edison Company at 
North Weymouth, the addition to the 
Clapp shoe factory at Bast Weymouth, 
the addition to the Stetson shoe fac¬ 
tory at South Weymouth, the com¬ 
pletion of the new Savings Bank 
building at South Weymouth; the 
completion of the Weymouth Savings 
Bank building at Weymouth, the new 
Garev block, the improvements at the 
Hunt news store, improvements at 
Broad street car barn, addition to 
Telephone office, addition at Wey¬ 
mouth Art Leather Co., Preston 
block, several new houses, new autos, 
new garages, etc., in different parts of 
the town. An increase in valuation of , 
houses built before the war would 
also be justifiable. I 


It is now up to the Board of As¬ 
sessors. 

The total appropriations at the An¬ 
nual Town Meeting of Monday even¬ 
ing were about $715,000, but from this 
sum is to be deducted $60,260, the 
water revenue; $45,000 by loan for 
Monaliquot bridge, $50,000 by bonds 
for water extensions, and perhaps 
$100,000 from credits, a total of over 
$250,000, which would reduce the 
total to less than $500,000 to raise by 
taxation, plus maturing debt. 

On the first page of the second 
section is a list of the appropriations 
as voted under the different articles 
in the warrant. With very few excep¬ 
tions the recommendations of the Ap¬ 
propriation Committee prevailed. One 
increase was $4000 for rebuilding 
Broad street near the Clapp Memo¬ 
rial field, a rather generous sum; an¬ 
other increase of $750 for the Fire 
Department; an increase of $300 for 
the chairman of the Selectmen; 
$50,000 for replacing water mains; 
$1000 for Johnson road; $300 for Shaw

road, and $100 increase for Memorial 
Day, less than $7000 in all. 

Only Three Hour* Required 

Moderator George L. Barnes called 
the meeting to order promptly at 7.45 
at the Odd Fellows Opera House, and 
an adjournment was reached about 11 
P. M., all the business having been 
transacted. There was a large at¬ 
tendance of ladies and gentlemen not 
voters under the limited town meet¬ 
ing. Members not previously sworn 
were sworn in. 

Under Art. 1 a committee of six 
was appointed to nominate a list for 
public weighers; surveyors of wood, 
lumber and bark; field drivers, fence 
viewers and pound keeper and their 
nominees were elected. f 

Under Article 2 the reports of town 
officers and committees as printed in 
the Town Report were adopted. The 
Town Forest Committee was con-, 
tinued one year. 

Town Counsel W. J. Holbrook of¬ 
fered a resolution thanking Chief 
Justice Taft. Gov. Cox, Justice Rugg 
and others for participation in the 
| Weymouth Tercentenary, and sug- 
1 gesting that copies of the new Wey¬ 
mouth History be sent them. Voted. 

The Committee on Building Laws 
said they would be ready to report 
under Art. 85. 

Under Art. 8 ex-Selectman Fred¬ 
erick Humphrey favored better pay 
for town officers. 

The salary of the Tax Collector was 
fixed at S mills on the dollar. 

The appropriation for interest was 
about $5000 more than in 1923. 

The increase of about $19,000 for 
School Department includes more for 
the teachers, raising the maximum of 
grade teachers to $1500, a*.d also in¬ 
creases for other teachers, the janitor 
at High school, for resuming evening 
school and for State aided vocations. 

T. J. Kelly, George Cunniff and 
Prince H. Tirrell spoke relative to 
school salaries. 

The Appropriation Committee rec¬ 
ommended r.o action relative to a 


playground in East Weymouth, but 
Prince H. Tirrell favored a commit¬ 
tee and on his motion $200 was voted 
for use of committee. 

More for Firemen 

Chief Engineer Collyer made a plea 
for more money for the chauffeurs of 
the Fire Department and for firemen 
generally. Mr. Tobin also favored. 

J. L. Bicknell said they were getting 
one day off in 5, two weeks vacation 
with pay and other things. Stanley 
Torrey secured a division of the ques¬ 
tion and pay of chauffeurs was in¬ 
creased to $35 per week. 

Ex-Selectman Humphrey secured 
an increase of $300 for the chairman 
of the Selectmen. Some other in¬ 
creases were made in the appropria¬ 
tions rcommended for town officers. 

Mr. Tobin asked how the $1000 for 
dental clinic was used, and Supt. 
Pearson said it was in connection 
with the schools and one of the best 
things in town. 

The printed report recommended no 
action relative to renewing water 
mains., but Secretary Barker moved , 
$50,000 to be paid in 15 instalments, 
i John F. Robinson wanted more 
light, as did Prince H. Tirrell. Water 
Commissioner Torrey said many of the 
mains were too small and larger ones 
would be necessary from time to 
time, saying $15,000 would be enough 
for 1924. 

Voted 114 to 2. 

A debate came under Art. 46. Mr. 
McDonald. Mr. Sheehy and others 
wanting Broad street near Clapp Me¬ 
morial field included with an extra 
appropriation, but this, was finally 
voted under Art. 48. the sum of $4000. 

The amount for Iron Hill street^ was 
reduced from $700 to $400. 

Some objection was made to reim¬ 
bursing certain abutters for one-half 
the cost of permanent sidewalks, but 
$1423 was voted. 

New Street* 

Frank Torrey was surprised that 
*May terrace was singled out for ac¬ 


ceptance, while all the other streets 
were turned down. Mr. Bicknell ex¬ 
plained and $500 was voted. 

Art. 90 was here taken up and the 
by-laws amended as to the acceptance 
of streets, there being certain require- 
nents. The amendments were adopt¬ 
ed unanimously. 

There was one remonstrant to the 
adverse report on Beals street, but 
action was indefinitely postponed. 

Johnson road was more successful. 
H. A. Day objected to the adverse 
report, prevented indefinite postpone¬ 
ment, and secured $1000. 

Supt. Johnson explained that D. 
Arthur Brown had already paid the 
Pine circle, and Great Pond road and 
these new streets were also accepted

Honduras, Dec. 21, 1923 
Dear folks at home: 

We have been here, in Puerto Cas¬ 
tilla, just one week today. I know it 
is not customary for one to begin to 
tell about their trip dating backward 
but then women have the reputation 
of being inconsistent anyway, so why 
not get in line? 

Not only dkl we arrive Thursday 
last but we had to move in also—my 
husband changing his bachelor quart¬ 
ers for a larger domicile, and it has 
taken me all the week to get adjusted, 
acclimated and in fair running order. 
Unfortunately I am one of the kind 
to whom it is very upsetting if the 
household is askew. But our house 
is ideal for this part of the country, 
being concrete throughout, floors, 
walls, etc. Fact Is. one may take put 
the furniture if they wish, attach the 
hose and the work is all done. I 
know stone floors will make you 
shiver but I haven't the least compunc¬ 
tion in the world to paddling across 
them barefooted, so you may guage 
the temperature here by that remark. 

The house has just been furnished 
I natural mahogany which is a product 
of these parts) and has in it what 
was available at the company com¬ 
missary at the time, which means 
we are short this, that, the other 
thing, particularly dishes. But we are 
a family of New Englanders and 
“make shifting” comes natural. The 
baking powder biscuits were cooked 
in the frying pan and the cake in 
an enamel bowl. Curtains are not 
customary—they siiut out the air—but 
I was not quite content until I had 
made out of gauze half curtains at 
least and thanked my 
was short of stature. 


Otherwise you buy 


in tins from the Commissary. And I 
have learned even so early that it is 
well to hang around as soon as you 
hear that the goods from the boat 
have been released from customs— 
first come, first serve. I have been 
Halting eternally, so it seems, for 
creamery butter and go every day to 
ask about It and am placated with a 
little tin of “Mantequilla" which is 
butter a la something else. 

About everything is subject to duty 
as the Honduranians depend on tax¬ 
ation of this kind for revenue. I paid 
75 cents for a bottle of vanilla flavor¬ 
ing and 40 cents for a little tin of 
raisins. I am about to go after con¬ 
fectionary sugar that we may have 
frosting on our cake and I expect 
this too, will be in the luxury class 
as It is "Domino" and comes from 
the Slates. Granulated sugar is only 
10 cents, but it Is a coarse yellow 
product so I am really not getting my 
money's worth even in that. 

Bananas, oranges, grapefruit and 
pineapples can be had and reasonable, 
but it is "feast and famine". As yet 
I have seen only the bananas being 
loaded—none to buy. Beef is native, 
and like the Honduranian chickens, 
has run its legs off and is down to 
hone and muscle, so one has to stew 
up most things and make them over 
into delectables. I have not yet con¬ 
quered the bread problem. I made 
my first batch with magic yeast. It j 
looked nice—but I must confess it ! 
wasn't—between the strange brand of 
yeast and a compound lard, what it 
stars that I did to the mixture was truly marvel- 
| ous. 


Puerto Castilla is a new concession i 
and has made remarkable progress, 

I should say, comparing the present 
outlay with the pictures I had seen 
of it in the earlier stages. It is all 
made land—sand—and is virtually a 
small island. Behind us is a canal 
from which may or may not emerge 
alligators and other foreign reptiles. 

Along the other hank the blue herons 
and longlegged white storks sit and 
fish. The ugly black buzzard is ever 
hovering overhead to see whom he 
may “beat to it" and get a meal— 
the big fish chase and “gollop" down 
the baby shiners. 

Never have 1 seen a better illustra¬ 
tion of "might Is right" than goes on 
by my hack door. Within a few min¬ 
utes walk is the ocean front and truly Honduras, C. A. 
the bathing Is delightful. At home 
one has the habit of dangling along 
the beach and going in by inch pieces, 
at least I do. but here one may plunge 
right in without the.least suspicion of 
a shiver. The water is particularly 
buoyant. 

beach two little shavers, probably 
ages three and five, each attached to 
a pair of water wings bobbing up 
and down on the waves like bits of 
cork, little caring whether tlieir feet 
touched the bottom or not. Perhaps 
even 1 shall learn to swim. 

The porch is, of course, the living 
room. Everything is minutely screened 
but even the finest of mesh cannot 
keep out a creature they call here 
a sand fly. I believe he is even a 
greater pest than the mosquito—infin¬ 
itesimal—but oh my! We are abso¬ 
lutely obliged to sleep in beds can¬ 
opied with nets or we should lie eaten 
alive. Seems like sleeping in a tent 
and I have not quite gotten over won¬ 
dering yet where 1 am when 1 wake 
up. 

Across the street is the park which 
will be eventually a sort of botanical 
garden. It has been grassed down 
and has a fountain in the center. 

Each pathway is bordered with the 
hibiscus, both double and single, 
which is a beautiful deep pink blos¬ 
som resembling, as far as I can com¬ 
pare it with another, an enormous 
fuchsia. While they irrigate this 
choice spot to keep it in condition, 
there seems to be little need of such 
treatment at the present time. 

Every day since I have been here, 
the heavens have at intervals sudden¬ 
ly opened up and spilled down buckets 
of rain. Never have I seen it rain 
harder or more unexpectedly. One 
minute the sun is shining and the 
next we are deluged. Fortunately 
this is supposed to he the end of the 
rainy season. When I exclaimed to 
someone who had lived here the past 
nine months, "Aren’t these showers 
beastly!" She said. “No. I do not 
think so. It has been so dry and hot 
and dirty that I like nothing better 
than to stay right out in it and let 
it pelt down." But a different view

town for work done on Snwanee rood, 
under the betterment act, at waa alao 
Taylor afreet to be known aa Shew 
road, sum of $300 being voted for 
the laat named. 

Commander Irving H. Johnson of 
the American Legion secured an in¬ 
crease of $100 for Memorial Day for 
the Post and the Legion. 

No action was recommended rela¬ 
tive to the collection of garbage un¬ 
der Act 78, but the subject was re¬ 
ferred to a committee to be appointed 
by the Moderator. 

There was not a yip under Art. 80 
relative to licensing Sunday movies 
and no action was taken. 

Under Art. 81 a committee of live 
was voted to investigate gas and 
electricity rates in Weymouth. 

No Valuation Book 

Under Art. 82 the committee recom¬ 
mended no action relative to printing 
a Valuation Book, saying the amount 
mentioned in the Article, $1000, was 
far too small to accomplish the result. 

John H. Tobin, who petitioned to 
have the Article put in the Warrant, 
argued in favor of the appropriation. 
He knew the printing could be done 
for $1000. At the hearing by the Ap¬ 
propriation Committee there was no 
opposition. It was 21 years since a 
Valuation Book was printed in Wey¬ 
mouth, but some towns Included such 
a report every year. He knew prop¬ 
erty which is assessed for about 
$2500 that is mortgaged for $8000. 

J. Leonard Bicknell of the commit¬ 
tee said no secret meetings had been 
held; that anyone could appear at 
any meeting held. He claimed the 
publication would benefit only the 
real estate men. 

Chairman John F. Dwyer of the 
Board of Assessors said he was born 
in Weymouth, and always tried to 
keep down town expenses. Publica¬ 
tion would benefit only a few. No 
member of the Assessors objected. 

The valuation as printed by any 
printer, he said, cannot be printed 
accurately and fairly. This was at¬ 
tempted by the editor of the Gazette 
-the man sitting in the second seat 
there; misleading to you and every 
citizen in this town. Could cite you 
cases all night which are clear cases 
of misrepresentation. For instance in 
Washington Square the F. L. Hobart 
property; building covers entire lot; 
the editor of the Gazette in printing 
that in the paper endeavored from 
the valuation of that lot assessed say 
fifty cents per foot, to make it ap¬ 
pear to the people unfair in connection 
with the bhnk property on the oppo¬ 
site corner. The bank lot contains 
only a small portion which can be 
used for any purpose; there is a 
stream running through; editor took 
that whole piece and divided the 
area and figured per foot and pub¬ 
lished. These are the ways that such 
a book would actually .give misin¬ 
formation to the taxpayers of this 
town. I don’t know whether it is 
generally known that the Assessors 
are not subject to the people of the 
town: that after election they become 
State officers; but they are willing 
to do whatever is suggested or 
needed. As regards the cost of print¬ 
ing, we have had some experience; 
we have a poll tax book; the printing 
of that book, which is a small one, 
costs some $ 1000 . I want to say 
right here the proposed book cannot 
be done for $2500. If the town wants 
to spend that, I don’t object.

CAR THIEF DOING 
LARGE BUSINESS 


Motorist of Today Needs 
Device That Will Puzzle 
Skilled Mechanic. 

(By ERWIN OREER. President Oreer Col¬ 
lets of Automotive Enflneerlnv, Chicago.) 
The automobile thief is doing a big 
business of late, and the police rec¬ 
ords show a large Increase over that 
of last year. How, then, can the car 
manufacturer bring out a more or less j 
standardized anti-thief contrivance 
that will really prevent a car from be¬ 
ing stolen, and what would be the 
characteristics of this perfect lock? 

The motorist of today needs badly 
a contrivance that can be locked or 
unlocked from the car seat by the 
driver, or else something that will 
automatically remind the driver of Its 
existence before he starts the engine 
again. 

Something to Confuse. 
Something which merely prevents 
the engine from being started In the 
ordinary way Is of absolutely no use. 
For example, if the self-starter is dis¬ 
connected by the car owner, there 
would be nothing to stop two or 
three men from starting the engine 
by pushing the car with the gears In 
mesh. Why not give the thief con¬ 
structive, rattier than destructive 
work? Let him build up Instead of 
tearing down. Destruction is much 
more simple than construction, and It 
can be done with most any tool. Any 
prisoner, given time and a saw, can 
eventually break Jail, therefore, If the 
device will break a connection of some 
sort, perhaps something that would 
temporarily prevent the engine trans¬ 
mitting power to the differential, It 
would be more likely to confuse the 
thief than a mere locking device, which 
could easily be destroyed, and allow 
the car to be driven away. 

It Isn’t the fact of getting the bet¬ 
ter of a thief with only a few min¬ 
utes’ time In which to work out his 
getaway. It’s got to be something 
that will puzzle the skilled mechan¬ 
ical thief, who has no longer time In 
which to accomplish his work. 

Lock Gear in Neutral. 

The majority of old-time motorists' 
suggestions seem to turn towards some 
device which will lock the gear In neu¬ 
tral, and. by the way, there are al¬ 
ready numerous devices of this kind 
in existence, many of them operated 
with a Yale key. The keyhole is in 
reach of the driver, but In such a po¬ 
sition as to make It awkward for the 
thief who tries td’ file off the device. 
But here again Is a destructive rath¬ 
er than a constructive Job. which 
brings us to where we started.

8t Petersburg. Fla., March 3, 1924

The Chamber 
of Commerce is a real friend to the 
tourist; they will give yon a map of 
the city and almost any Information 
you wish. They have tables where 
you can write, free telephone, and 
State books. You can get the book 
and see who is listed from your state 
and where they are located. Then 
each state, or at least nearly 
state, and where they are located. 
Then each state, or at least nearly 
every state, has a State society, and 
you are asked to Join. The fee is 
only a dollar for the season. Some 
meet every week; some every other 
week; they have good programs, and 
sometimes have refreshments. When 
we came there was no Massachusetts 
society, only the New England, as its 
name Implies, taking in the New Eng¬ 
land States, having about twelve hun¬ 
dred members.

Winsome Features 
in New Garments 


Bright Colors and Artful 
Devices Add to Charm 
of Frock or Coat 

To dwell on the frivolities of the 
mode this season, to follow the In* 
trlcacles of It* minor features, Is to 
enter a labyrinth artful In It* devices 
and bright with colorful fabrics. Ap¬ 
parently simple, says a fashion writer 
In the New York Herald, every frock 
or coat has some clever feature all Its 
own. The fabrics are unusual and 
there are more with strange weaves 
and textures than have been seen for 
several spring openings. In the strict 
sense of the word, neither fabrics nor 
frocks can he described as simple, 
when one considers the amazing care 
and Ingen Ion si i ess that have gone Into 
their makeup. 

Frivolous, some of those touches and 
additions to the new chemise frock 
may seem and the fabrics may appear 
not too extraordinary, stopping this 
aide of the extreme, but In comes the 
art that is genuine. There will be 
found In the new collections very few 
dresses which are not wearable and 
very few fabrics which are not prac¬ 
tical. Amusing and entertaining with¬ 
out being Inconsequential Is the de¬ 
mand made of the designers and the 
coder has been filled satisfactorily. 

Tunic frocks which Increase apace 
represent one form of the unusual. 
Cut on the lines of a mandarin coat 
the tunic has Just about the amount 
of flare of Its oriental model and Is 
about knee length, Its especial claim 
to originality being In the devices to 
bring the fullness of the skirt portion 
to the center of the front.

Of course much of the Imitation silk 
Is used In the weaves wblch take the 
place of knitted silk floss and are In 
reality, now that they have perfected j 
the process, much more practical for 
knitted dresses and sweaters than the 
pure silk, as the substitute is lighter 
and keeps Its shape better. A weave 
with a slightly rough or knotted ef¬ 
fect In this silk or mixed with the real ! 
silk la especially attractive In plalda 
which have an unusually good combi* 
nation of bright bat soft colors. 

Printed Silks Are Attractive. 

Printed silks are really bewildering 
In the variety of pattern and charm 
of color. Some designs for sports and 
frocks for morning wear are so fine 
that the eye sees It at a little dis¬ 
tance at one tone, but others are so 
large and so widely spaced that the 
design appears as a few large disks of 
embroidery on the dress. A beautiful 
crepe la printed In huge roses In dull 
reds and an odd allk broche has a 
printed pattern like a chintz. 

For evening a gold lame, which la 
to say a weaved design, makes one : 
think of a Chinese evening landscape, 
that Is. If one has Imagination enough. 
Bars of gold which look like clouds 
have large round moons also of gold 
floating about and a heavy border 
copies that seen on the bottom of Chi¬ 
nese coats, close circles and waves 
with only a narrow line between. 

Laces used for evening gowns are 
cobweblike In weave and not at all 
like the laces of last season, unless 
they may he regarded as progressions 
from the latter. For example, large, 
fragile lotus leaves etched In silver on 
n background of sulphur-yellow tulle, 
or a silver tissue with a raised de¬ 
sign In beige wool, and wool con be 
lacelike when treated In this manner. 
Cellophane Is used for odd weaves 
which shimmer with the strawlike 
materlaL 


Delhi Is Soon to Have Modem Sys¬ 
tem Despite the Unfavorable 
Climate. 

The government of India has deter¬ 
mined, as part of an ambitious pro¬ 
gram of telephone extension and im¬ 
provement, to Install a modern system 
of automatic or machine-switching 
equipment in the city of Delhi, the 
capital of the great Indian empire. 

The climate of India is hard on 
telephone plants, and all equipment 
has to he specially prepared to with¬ 
stand the tropical heat. The Indiun 
government does not produce Its own 
telephone exchange apparatus, but or¬ 
ders it from manufacturers In other 
countries—a substantial portion being 
of American design. 

At present the Indian government 
telephone system Includes only about 
13,000 telephones—fewer than there 
are In the city of Davenport, Iowa. 
There are also certain privately 
owned telephone companies In India, 
operating about 24,000 telephones. In¬ 
cluding both the government and the 
corporation systems, however, the em¬ 
pire of India has only about one tele¬ 
phone to every 10,000 habitants, as 
compared with over 1.000 telephones 
for every 10,000 people In the United 
States.

"This section is one which has un¬ 
excelled advantages for summer res¬ 
idence and it is sharing in the prosper¬ 
ity which has come to other sections 
of the country where the people seek 
recreation and health. It is doubtful 
whether those who reside in this sec¬ 
tion fully realize what is going on 
and how greatly shore lands are in 
demand by the workers in the city.

BUYING EGGS BY WEIGHT FAVORED 



Practice of SCIIing Eggs by Weight Gaining Favor. 

(Prepared by the United Statea Department of Agriculture ) 

Apples, potatoes, string beans, and other products handled by the green- 
grocer or fruit stand are now usually Bold by weight instead of by count or 
measure, but for some reason the habit of handling eggs by the dozen still per¬ 
sists, As every housekeeper knows there is the greatest difference In the size 
of eggs, even in the same box; and the most up-to-date cookbooks will call for 
“a cupful of egg whites" or even better, so many •'ounces" of egg white, rather 
than a specific number of eggs. 

If women generally would weigh their eggs and persuade dealers that a 
dozen very small eggs is not worth as much os a dozen fine big ones, the cus¬ 
tom of gelling eggs by weight would soon become established. The United 
States Department of Agriculture favors this system of selling eggs as being 
fair to both buyer and seller. It would encourage the proper sorting and grad¬ 
ing of eggs on the part of the producer, and the consumer who found her fam¬ 
ily satisfied with little eggs could get (hem cheaper and leave the big ones for 
somebody else.

HANDLE FRUITS WITH CARE 


AH Produce Coming From Market 
Should Be Carefully Washed in 
Several Waters. 


Vegetables and fruits that are to be 
served raw must he handled and pre¬ 
pared with great care. Most people 
will agree that such fruits as upples, 
oranges, and peurs may be considered 
cleun if they are picked from the trees 
in the orchard far enough from the 
road to escape dust. If they drop to 
the ground on clean grass, they may 
still be eaten without much risk, al¬ 
though there will he more chance for 
their being contaminated with disease- 
producing bacteria. There may some¬ 
times be danger from poisons used iu 
spraying fruit. All such fruits and all 
fresh fruits and vegetables, which 
come from the murket should be thor¬ 
oughly washed In several waters; 
apples and other large fruits, with un¬ 
broken skins may be safely washed 
with soap. 

Dried fruits should he particularly 
well washed, warns the United Stutes 
Department of Agriculture. If they 
are then put into a warm oven to dry, 
they will absorb the water that clings 
to them Mild thus be softened and im¬ 
proved In taste. Dipping in boiling 
water kills many, If not all, of the 
bacteria and other organisms that are 
likely to cling to fresh fruit and does 
not injure the flavor of many kinds 
even when they are kept immersed for 
several seconds. For instance, grapes, 
apples, pears, peaches and plums, are 
not Injured by this treatment, and uu 
ripe strawberries are often Improved 
by It. A wire frying basket for hold¬ 
ing the friut will be found a con- 
ivenience.

(Prtrared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 

Because she liked carpentry, and 
needed an inexpensive kitchen cab¬ 
inet. Mrs. M. C. Leavelle of Buhl, Ain., 
decided to make one for herself. Her 
husband became interested and assist¬ 
ed her, she states In a letter to the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, adding that the Inspiration for 
making the cabinet, as well ns other 
kitchen improvements, came from the 
home demonstration club and coun¬ 
ty home demonstration agent.

The glass 
windshield is bullet proof and the 
proof is offered in many marks and 
cracks in it, the only effect of shots 
fired at It. The car is a fortress on 
wheels. 

Automobile men are deeply Inter¬ 
ested in the growing number of busses 
being shown every year. This year’s 
increase brings some novel departure 
in motor travel. Some are equipped 
like parlor cars with swinging, cush¬ 
ioned seats. Others have separate 
compartments for travelers, similar 
to those used on European trains, and 
others look like modern street cars.

NO MONOPOLY OF RADIO 

More effective governmental super¬ 
vision of radio communication, Includ¬ 
ing authority to prevent attempts to 
monopolise the ether, has been recom¬ 
mended to the House committee on 
merchant marine in Washington by 
Herbert Hoover, secretary ef com¬ 
merce. Secretary Hoover gave his 
approval to the purposes of the White 
bill, now pending, to prohibit monop¬ 
oly of radio communication, providing 
that the interstate commerce commis¬ 
sion shall review the rates charged for 
such service, and laying down drastic 
regulations governing the issuance of 
licenses by the secretary of commerce 
for the operation of broadcasting 
stations. 

“It is urgent", said Secretary 
Hoover, “that we have an early and 
vigorous reorganization of the law on 
federal regulation of radio. Not only 
are there questions of orderly conduct 
of the multitude of radio activities in 
which more authority must be exerted 
in the interest of every user, whether 
sender or receiver, but the .question 
of monopoly in radio communication 
must be squarely met. It is not con¬ 
ceivable that the American people 
I will allow this new born system of 
communication to fall exclusively into 
the power of any individual, group or 
combination."

Time-Defying Material On% 
of Most Satisfactory 
Among Fabrics. 

“Yes, madam, that little twill dress 
will wear," the salesgirl may tell you 
as you look st “ready-mades." 

And you are sensible. Indeed, writes 
sn authority, If you do decide on a 1 
twill weave, whether your dress is to ' 
be a ready-to-wear or a garment of 
your own concoction. For the object 
of twill weaving Is not simply to pro¬ 
duce cloth# that are more fancy and 1 
attractive than the pluin fabrics, but 
to make them heavier and stronger. 
Twills are almost always closer in tex¬ 
ture than pluin weaves ure. Most 
twills have a diagonal appearance— 
the surfaces are covered with diago¬ 
nal lines running across the cloth. If 
these lines are very plainly marked 
the cloth Is known ns “diagonal" 
rather than twill, hut it should not be 
forgotten that diagonals are nothing 
hut extremely clearly marked twills. 

In twill weaves, the threads do not 
go over and under regularly, as they 
do in plain weaves. Instead, the 
threads are so woven that they go 
over one and under two, or over one 
and under three, four, five or six; or 
over two or three and under one, two, 
three or four; and there may be sev¬ 
eral other combinations. 

By the use of yarn of different sizes, 
of different qualities und of different 
colors, many effects are possible. 
Again, weavers can vary the direc¬ 
tions of the diagonal lines to almost 
any angle. The lines may curve, 
wave, be broken or go unbroken. 
When the direction of the diagonal 
lines is reversed, ut short intervals, so 
as to form a zigzag line, the pattern 
is called “herringbone," because of a 
supposed likeness to the arrangement 
of tlie backbone In a herring. 

Among the twills, those of cotton 
may be Jean, ticking, drilling mole 
skin, canton flannel, twilled dimity. 
Linen twills include linen ticking 
drilling, table and towel drills and 
marsella cloths. Among wool twills 
are serge, prunella, cashmere, buck¬ 
skin. merino and tlfibet. Silk twills 
include silk serge, twill foulard and 
silk croise. 

Of all weaves, twill Is one of the 
most satisfactory. It Is a firm, com¬ 
pact cloth which wears well and keeps 
its shape better than many of the 
other weaves do. Some people con¬ 
sider it better-looking. It has this one 
drawback: although twill cloth seems 
to stay clean longer than a plainly 
woven cloth does, because the dirt Is 
not so Immediately noticeable, it Is 
harder to clean. 

Even so, for all-around purposes, 
one does well to choose the time-defy¬ 
ing twill.

Repairing Dented Gat 

Tank by Simple Plan 

If ever the gasoline tank of your 
car becomes dented, the tank may be 
repaired simply In this manner: 

The first step is to fill the tank 
with water and drain It, to avoid any 
possibility of a gasoline explosion 
when solder Is applied. A round-end 
carriage bolt Is then soldered firmly to 
the center of the dinged portion of the 
tank. A crossbar with two blocks Is

fitted over the dent so that the thread¬ 
ed end of the bolt passes through It. 
By means of a nut and washer on the 
t»o)t sufficient pressure can be exerted 
•on the depression to draw It out flush. 

If the hole was made by a collision, 
the same method may he used and the 
opening filled with the solder left after 
the bolt is removed.—M. T., in Popular 
Science Monthly. 


Window in Car Ahead I* 
Help to Avoid Crashes 

The glass window light In the back 
curtain of the car ahead can be very 
useful. Through It a lot of dangers 
can be seen In advance, much to the 
advantage of the man who Is In the 
■wake. 

Where cars are running abreast of 
each other so that the road cannot be 
seen by looking around the car ahead. 
It Is best to drive Just far enough In 
back of the other car to look through 
Its window light and windshield at the 
street ahead. When a quick stop Is 
necessary the stopping of the car ahead 
will not be unexpected—nor so danger¬ 
ous. 

In close congestion where cars are 
moving very slowly, and only a few 
feet at a time, the stop signal can be 
saved a lot of unnecessary flashing, 
and the battery current saved. If the

STARTING ENGINE 
IN ZERO WEATHER 

Priming Is Probably the Best 
Way Out of Predicament 
—Warm Up Slowly. 

(By ERWIN GREER. President Greer Col¬ 
lege of Automotive Engineering, Chicago.) 

To start an automobile engine In 
aero weather is quite a problem, the 
difficulty of which depends upon the 
construction und size of the engine, 
the quality of fuel used, the strength 
of the spurk, and, of course, the height 
of the mercury in the thermometer at 
the particular time. 

As a first aid in starting, priming is 
probably the best way out of the pre¬ 
dicament. There are many ways of 
priming un engine. The chief Idea of 
priming is to get a rich explosive mix¬ 
ture that will fire the instant It touches 
the spark gaps. After the engine has 
been coaxed Into starting It will—If so 
inclined—get up enough speed to run 
upon its customary allowance of gas¬ 
oline. To make doubly sure It Is ad¬ 
visable to pull out the primer a shprt 
distance to make the usuul mixture 
slightly richer than normal until the 
engine obtains sufficient heut for av¬ 
erage carburet Ion. 

Take Time in Warming Up. 

Take time In warming up the en¬ 
gine. Don't stamp your foot down on 
the accelerator aud ullow the engine 
to ruce like a brokendown Lewis gun, 
for with the poor lubrication. It usual¬ 
ly results in serious damage.* It Is 
bound to have u bud effect if practiced 
regularly. Hun the engine slowly for 
three or four minutes before setting It 
to work, and you can economize not 
only In repair bills, but also in oil and 
gasoline. 

When you start your car on a cold 
mornings, have you noticed that the 
self-starter whirs a longer time than 
It did in summer before the engine 
starts? The self-starter Is designed to 
start the engine and will, if the bat¬ 
tery is in proper condition. Hut bear 
in mind that the current consumption 
is not by any means proportional to 
the time that the self-starter consumes 
to start the engine. 

More Current Demanded. 

The greater viscosity of cold oil In 
winter will make the starting torque 
so great as to demand three or four 
times the amount of current from the 
battery than It did in summer. There¬ 
fore, assist the starting motor by pro¬ 
viding the rich mixture mentioned. 
All of this mixture does not reach the 
cylinders, as much of it will condense 
on the cold walls of the Intake mani¬ 
fold. In doing this you remove a good¬ 
ly portion of the burden that would 
otherwise be demanded from the bat¬ 
tery. 


Homemade Wrench Handy 
for Many Car Purposes 

A monkey wrench Is a very handy 
tool, but It has a bad habit of opening 
of Its own accord, and sometimes re¬ 
sults In bruised knuckles, says the Au¬ 
tomobile Digest. A complete set of 
solid wrenches Is frequently too ex¬ 
pensive for the car owner to purchase; 
but with a little labor, every car owner 
can possess a aet which will answer 
•very purpose. A wrench can be made 
from a piece of old pipe, flattened 
either at one or both ends or In the 
middle. The flattening U done by 
heating to redness and hammering. As 
the common grade of piping has a 
seam, enre should be taken to keep the 
seam In the center of the flattened por¬ 
tion, rather than near the ends. The 
opening Is produced by first drilling 
and then filing to shape. 


Cause of Dim Lights 

Did you ever wonder why the engine 
does not show the accustomed pep or 
why the lights burn dimly or the Ig¬ 
nition seems poor? Unfasten the wires 
and bars at the battery terminals and 
notice If they are clean. They must 
be clean if current is to flow freely. 
Scrape ofT with a stick any green or 
white deposit you see, and spread a 
little cup grease over the parts to pre¬ 
vent corrosion.

of the Baptist societies has just start¬ 
ed to use their new church. They are 
still under a $75,000 debt. Last Sun¬ 
day they raised nearly $ 18,000 towards 
It. One of the Methodist societies is 
out for a $300,000 church which they 
hope to build this summer. Miss 
Brown is to give a concert soon, the 
money to go toward the building fund. 

Many of the streets are very wide, 
with grass plot between the sidewalk 
and street, with trees and shrubs in 
the plot, making a pretty city. The 
trees are all so different here. Even 
the pines grow very tall, with no 
branches until near the top, and even 
then they are not so thick. The pine 
needles are very much larger than 
they are on the trees at home. The 
folks make some beautiful baskets of 
the pine needles. The pine trees be¬ 
ing more open trees, it makes them 
look beautiful by moonlight. The 
royal palm, we call the bottle palm. 
In shape it is like a tonic bottle with 
the lower or full part gray colored, 
the neck green, the bark smooth and 
out of the top the cluster of leaves. 
It grows very tall and is a striking 
looking tree. Then there are the Pal¬ 
metto palms, the Date palms, and 
others, the Camphor tree, the Guava, 
the Mango which Is a pretty shaped 
tree and makes quite a good shade. 
A very pretty tree when in bloom is 
the Mountain Ebony; it has a beauti¬ 
ful flower, much like an orchid, and 
there are many others that we do not 
know the names of. Then there are 
also many flowering vines ; one they 
I call the flame vine; it has an orange 
colored blossom similar tp our honey¬ 
suckle hut larger. We saw a fence 
about 200 feet long and 4 feet high 
with several arches still higher just 
covered with it. When it was all in 
bloom it was a very beautiful sight. 

Thi-re is hardly anything in bloom 
now on account cf the cold weather 
\vc had the last two months. I am 
told it is the dormant season, but it 
is getting warmer and things will 
j begin to grow and bloom. We have 
,a rose bush in bloom on our grounds. 
It has three lovely rosf?s in full bloom 
and many buds. 

I must not forget to tell you of the 
mocking birds. They sing so sweetly 
even in the night sometimes especial¬ 
ly when it is moonlight. Everyone 
loves the mocking birds. 

Another thing I nearly forgot to tell 
you about are the green benches all 
along Central avenue which is about 
twenty feet wide. There are benches 
painted green also on some of the 
other streets and on the parks. 
People from all over the world sit on 
those seats. It is one of the favorite 
pastimes to sit on the benches and 
see the people strolling by and every¬ 
one is friendly and talks with his or 
her seat mate. This should really be 
called the “Friendly City”. You are 
almost sure to sit beside someone 
from another part of the country 
making it very interesting. Another 
thing here that amuses us is the bead 
stores. Everyone is making or wear¬ 
ing beads. Shell, cone or seeds all 
help to make a chain. One man we 
know made his wife a chain of shells 
and beads that was very pretty. This 
could also be called the “Bead City". 
We often see Mr. and Mrs. Pierce, 
our neighbors at home, and also Mr. 
and Mrs. Chandler W. Smith, who 
lived on Pond street until recently. 
Could tell you much more if I had 
time and space.

Rings for Beauty 
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LETTER FROM FLORIDA—NO. 4 

(Continued from last week) 

St. Petersburg, Fla., Mar. 15, 1924 

People go somewhere nearly every 
day for the fun of it, and of course 
many buy. We never saw anything 
like it. I saw a list of over one hun¬ 
dred subdivisions listed a short time 
ago, and there have been a gr^at 
many more opened 'up since then. If 
anyone has a piece of land, old pas¬ 
ture or grove, someone is after it. 
They will put in streets, sidewalks, 
plant trees and so forth in the better 
places; of course marking it off into 
house lots, advertising it well, giving 
it a nice sounding name and prepare 
to make money. Some of them are 
surely making money. 

Many of the lots are sold for two 
or three thousand dollars. Everyone 
is crazy! Why they will stop you 
on the street and try to sell land to 
you, and even do as one did to us. 
We were sitting oh our piazza. An 
auto stopped in front of the house. 
A well dressed man got out, came 
up to us; said he was giving away 
something for nothing, and Invited us 
to go to Oldmar. We told him we did 
not think we would Invest any money 
here. However, he was very anxious 
to have us go. So we went. It is 
over 30 miles from here. They came 
to the house after us, took us there 
by auto, gave us a very good lunch, 
brought us home again; an allday 
trip. We had a lovely time. Found 
Oldmar a pretty place, and if we had 
wanted to invest would have bought 
a place there. 

I think there are thousands of real 
estate salesmen and saleswomen here. 
Some of the development companies 
here have nearly a hundred salesmen 
and all of them have quite a number. 

Now about the city. It is very well 
laid out, with Central avenue, as the 
name implies, being tin* central and 
main avenue. Central avenue, which 
Is seven and one-half miles long, ex¬ 
tends from Tampa bay to Boca Ceiga 
bay, dividing the city north and south. 

North of Central avenue are the 
venues running in the same direction, I 
east to west, in regular order by num¬ 
ber. South of Central avenue the 
same system is followed. The streets 
run north and south, starting one 
block from the bay In numerical order 
and paralleling the waterfront. The 
waterfront street is called “Beach 
Drive”. There are ten parks, several 
having places for games of different j 
kinds. In Mirrow Lake park there 
are places for lawn bowling, shuffle 
board, and other sports, 90 apartment 
houses, 70 hotels, eating places with¬ 
out number, and hundreds of small 
houses of three or four small rooms, 
some even smaller. Two large tourist 
camping grounds full of people In 
autos with camp outfit, the largest 
city hall in the state, a Carnegie 
library, three hospitals, three ice fac¬ 
tories, good schools, ten churches 
besides the Catholic and Christian 
Scientist. The churches are so crowd¬ 
ed that unless you get there nearly 
an hour before time for the service 
to begin, you must take a back 6eat. 
A lady told me that she went to four 
churches one Sunday, getting there 
early before she found one she could 
get into, and at present there are also 
two tents each holding several thou¬ 
sand where they are having meetings. 
There are some large churches here; 
one holds 1800, another 1300, and some 
others that are large, but I do not 
know how many they will hold. One

Must Be Licensed 
On or Before March 31st 


or the Owners or Keepers thereof are 
liable to a fine. 


Extracts from Chap. 140, General 
Laws of Massachusetts. 

8ection 137. The owner or keeper 
of a dog which Is three months old 
or orer shall annually, on or before 
March 31, cause it to be registered, 
numbered, described and licensed for 
one year from April first following, 
if the dog is kept in Boston in the 
office of the police commissioner, or 
If kept In any other city or town 
in the office of the clerk thereof. The 
licenses hall be subject to the condition 
expressed therein that the dog which 
is the subject of the license shall be 
controlled and restrained from killing, 
chasing, or harassing sheep, lambs, 
fowls, or other domestic animals. The 
owner or keeper of a licensed dog 
shall cause it to wear around its neck 
a collar distinctly marked with its 
owner’s name and its registered num¬ 
ber.

Higgins delivered an elo¬ 
quent eulogy of Mr. Cuff, citing his 
many good qualities and sterling char¬ 
acter. There were duets by Joseph 
Ecker and Virgio Cappalin, with John 
Herrick at the organ and a most im¬ 
pressive selection. "Nearer My God 
to Thee” played by B. Milo Burk . 
cornet, and Mr. Herrick, organ. The 
church was filled, a large number be¬ 
ing unable to gain admittance. Among 
those present were many of Mr. Cuff's 
musical associates from Boston and 
Brockton. 

Mr. Cuff’s widow was Miss Mary 
Reldy of South Weymouth. He leaves 
also, two sons. William R.. a student 
at Thayer Academy, and Norman; two 
brothers, John W. of South Braintree, 
Joseph V. of Chicago, and a sister, 
Miss Helen Cuff of Braintree. 


CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL 

Mrs. Horace R. Drinkwater is chair¬ 
man of the ladies committee inter¬ 
ested in rebuilding the Children’s 
Sunlight Hospital at Scituate de¬ 
stroyed by fire last summer. The ap¬ 
proximate expense is $25,000, which, 
with the running expenses of $5000 
will bring the 1924 budget up to 
$30,000. 

With the idea of offering the best 
opportunity to carry on the sunlight 
treatment, or heliotherapy, the hospi¬ 
tal was opened in 1917, and has been 
a valuable medium for restoring to 
health many unfortunate children. It 
is expected all lovers of children, es¬ 
pecially those sick and In need, will 
wish to help in the restoration of the 
hospital. 

This season temporary quarters can 
be arranged, but for only part of the 
summer. Treatment will be given 
children suffering from after effects of 
infantile paralysis, bone tuberculosis, 
and other chronic diseases, as well 
as a group of adult girls convalescing 
from operations or long illness. 
Patients are received from the social 
service department of Boston hospitals 
medical organizations in or near Bos¬ 
ton. and from individuals.

It may be found that the paint work 
lias entirely lost its gloss and presents 
a dull and dirty appearance. Provided 
the surface is in fairly good condition, 
all that may be necessary is to give the 
car one coat of enamel. 

The body work and chassis should 
first be cleaned with turpentine or gas¬ 
oline to remove any grease. Prepare 
a pall of hot water to which some 
common washing soda has been added 
(not too much soda should be used, 
about one ounce to a gallon of water 
t>elng sufficient.) Take a piece of flat 
felt and dip it in the hot soda water 
and then in finest pumice dust, and 
scour down well with this, doing about 
.three feet of the body work at a time 
until the car Is completely rubbed over. 

All pumice dust should be removed 
with clean cold water and a chamois. 

Touch Up Dents. 

When dry touch up any scratches 
or dents with paint and fill In with a 
suitable stopping paste. After the 
stopping paste Is dry It should be 
rubbed over smoothly with a piece of 
fine sandpaper and all dust washed 
off. A coat of gloss enamel should 
be applied and the Job Is completed.

What a wonderful day we could 
have ashore. One of the men hailed 
a launch (there are about ten launches 
tg the individual passenger), “jewed” 
the pilot down to forty cents apiece 
and in seven minutes we were landed 
on the shores of Cuba. 

Like the majority of these tropical 
cities the first impression is far from 
pleasing. You are horrified at the 
filth and squalor. The natives are 
satisfied to live by the day and won't 
work if they have a dollar extra in 
their pockets. We speedily left the 
waterfront and climbed the steep hill 
to the upper part of the town—the 
stores, hotels, churches, etc. 

An obliging guide took us to a roof 
top so that we might see Santiago in 
panorama. The city is essentially 
Spanish—square, prim, stiff; walls, 
gates, barriers—you think It is a ware¬ 
house, but no, it is a dwelling, the 
patios or courtyards concealed be¬ 
tween. 

And while waiting for our lemonade 
someone passed along to us a little 
folder on Santiago de Cuba. On open¬ 
ing it about the first thing that greeted 
my eyes was the most familiar Insig¬ 
nia of the Stetson shoe—and where 
to buy. Just like a letter from home. 
Not so much do they advertise the 


prised at the price of things—much 
more reasonable than in Cuba and 
summer dresses at less than in Bos¬ 
ton. We were not long in buying our¬ 
selves hats once around.

At the present 
time with the clown country track a 
member of the Bay State Circuit, little 
provision is made for the local sup¬ 
porters of the light harness sport; 
they are forced to race against the 
bearcats from the big stables, many 
of whom are able to win on the Grand 
Circuit. 

One of the plans suggested to rem¬ 
edy this condition is to follow in the 
footsteps of some of the county .fairs 
in Maine, where each year the in¬ 
vasion by Boston horsemen precludes 
the possibility of locally owned horses 
winning a race. This situation was 
met by establishing classes to which 
a horse to be eligible must be owned 
by a resident of the county in which 
the fair takes place. Many enthusias¬ 
tic horsemen in this section believe 
that if the racing committee of the 
Marshfield Fair would adopt a similar 
step, by scheduling a alow trot and 
a green pace to be open only to horses 
owned in Plymouth, Norfolk and 
Barnstable counties, at least thirty 
days prior to the closing of the entries 
the response from the owners in this 
section would be liberal enough to 
warrant a sizeable purse. The inter¬ 
est displayed in this district in other 
sporting events of a decidedly local 
character warrants some chncession 
of this sort to the horsemen of south¬ 
eastern Massachusetts.

At Rotary Club 

The Rotary Club of Weymouth had 
100 per cent attendance at their first 
meeting since organization held on 
Wednesday noon at Pythian hall. 
Lunch was enjoyed at 12.15 with 25 
members of the Brockton Club as 
guests. It fs enthusiasm that con¬ 
tributes to the success of Rotary Club. 

By request the meeting was con¬ 
ducted by the officers of the Brockton 
Club, with George Gordon, a past 
president presiding. The speaker was 
Barney Saxton and the song leader 
Frank Beals. John R. Jones contrib¬ 
uted solos. 

At the meeting next Wednesday 
noon the Quincy Rotary Club will be 
in charge. All Rotarians are invited. 

Judge Loyed E. Chamberlain is a 
favorite with Brockton Rotarians and 
he recently made a hit at Bermuda. 

"One particularly important lesson 
taught by Judge Chamberlain was that 
Rotary should never aim at usurping 
the place of existing institutions, but 
by giving its support to every worth 
while movement should endeavor to 
further the cause of good citizenship. 

"Among the outstanding ideals of 
Rotary he instanced good fellowship 
and a broader human sympathy with 
an understanding of one’s fellow man. 
To further this latter ideal Judge 
Chamberlain said that in the Rotary 
Club of Brockton, Mass., they had 
adopted the practice of inviting at 
intervals some of their own members 
to tell the story of their own lives 
—their successes, their failures, their 
aims and ambitions and the incidents, 
sometimes trivial, which had* helped 
in the shaping of their destinies. Thus 
do men realize, said Judge Chamber- 
lain, how much they have in common 
and how absorbingly interesting may 
be the life of our next door neighbor.” 

It was Rotary night at the First 
Baptist church at Brockton Sunday 
evening and a congregation of 1500 
persons crowded the edifice to hear 
Rev. Thomas S. Roy, the pastor, 
preach a sermon appropriate to the 
occasion. Rotarians attended in good¬ 
ly numbers. In addition to the strong 
sermon, there was special music by 
the Suwanee River male quartette, an 
agggregation of colored songsters. 

Rev. Mr. Roy’s sermon on "The 
Wheel of Fortune”, was in part a6 
follows: 

"Your emblem of the wheel has 
suggested to me my subject, and the 
subject has suggested the text and the 
subject matter. Though the wheel of 
fortune may not be In very good re¬ 
pute, Rotary has given a new and a 
real wheel of fortune to the world. 
It is a wheel of fortune in which 
everybody wins. No group can give 
to the world your motto, ‘He profits 
most who serves best’ without giving 
a great contribution to the world. And 
no man can attempt to give without 
hope of return, without enjoying the 
ri< host experience within the capacity 
of the human heart. 

"But I do not need to tell you men 
that belonging to a Rotary Club does 
not make a man a Rotarian, or that 
organizing a Rotary Club in a town 
will not necessarily bring tbe Rotary 
spirit to that town. Rotary is an idea 
that has expressed itself in a definite 
organization. But it is the way of 
life to have ‘an idea create an organ¬ 
ization. and then have the organization 
choke the idea’. The wheel of fortune 
suggests thoughts of that which is 
back of Rotary, and that which is nec¬ 
essary to keep it going. 

"Rotary is built on the spirit of ad¬ 
venture. When that is lost all is lost. 
That adventure began with a new dis¬ 
covery. Rotary did not discover a 
new world, but it found that a world 
which had been discovered centuries 
ago was fit to live in. It was the 
keenest mind which ever grapled with 
life's problems, and the greatest soul 
which ever touched the life of the 
world that gave expression to the 
words: ‘Whosoever would become 
great among you shall be your min¬ 
ister, and whosoever would be first 
among you shall be servant of all. 
That was the discovery of a new 
world into which the world looked, 
but dared not enter.”

thus help them mayhap to secure an 
’automobile for joy-riding or to get a 
free trip to Atlantic City? 

It is a well known failing of mas- 
' culine human nature that the average 
man would rather stab a friend in the 
back than say no to a pretty girl. 
Beat & Bunco capitalize on this frailty 
of men to the limit. I can think of 
I nothing in the whole realm of com¬ 
petition more dishonorable. The 
newspaper publisher might with less 
dishonor employ some one to steal the 
office secrets and records of his busi¬ 
ness rival. 

The subscription contest is a swin¬ 
dle on the advertisers for its purpose 
is to make it appear to the advertiser 
that the publisher has a valuable 
circulation far in excess of the facts. 
Any experienced advertiser knows 
that the value of a medium is deter¬ 
mined by other considerations as well 
as the number of papers printed or 
mailed. The whole purpose of a mer¬ 
chant in placing an advertisement in a 
paper is to get it read by his possible 
customers. The 500 subscribers of 
the Smalltown Herald are worth more 
to him than the millions of subscribers 
of the New York World or the Satur¬ 
day Evening Post. 

The papers mailed over distant 
states as a result of the contest are 
absolutely worthless to the home mer¬ 
chant. The duplicate subscriptions 
are worth nothing to him. A million 
papers scattered over a town of 1200 
families would be worth no more than 
1200. The two papers received by 
Brown or Smith, one at his office and 
one at his home, are worth only one 
to the advertiser, and the nine going 
to the home of Bid Jones are worth 
only one. The papers marked “un¬ 
known, dead, refused, address un¬ 
known,’* etc., are worth nothing to the 
advertiser. 

Furthermore the so-called subscrip¬ 
tions for which the recipients paid 
nothing are worth but little to the 
advertiser, for they are not appreci¬ 
ated and rarely read, particularly if 
the recipients think their names have 
been used to take somebody’s chest¬ 
nuts out of the fire. The average 
man or woman resents the idee of 
being “worked” ffer somebody’s else 
benefit, and when he gets a 
paper that he never ordered he con¬ 
cludes there Is a colored gentleman 
hidden somewhere in the woodpile. 
The paper he reads regularly is the 
one he paid his good money for be¬ 
cause he wanted it. One paper looked 
for and grabbed for and read by 
the family is worth more to the adver¬ 
tiser than a thousand lying in the 
waste basket. 

The subscription contest is a 
swindle on the contestants because it 
promises them impossibilities. The 
daily propaganda put out to each con¬ 
testant is: "You can win the grand 
prize if you just work hard enough." 
Common sense should convince each 
one that if all the contestants work 
as hard as they can, only one can wfn, 


and the experience of hundreds of con¬ 
tests should convince each that the 
prize is not won by the one who works 
hardest, but by the one who puts up 
the most money, and often by a stool 
pigeon of the promoters. In many 
instances it is a game of loaded dice 
or marked cards in which the honor¬ 
able contestants have no chance. The 
contest is rarely if ever decided by 
the long weeks of labor by the con¬ 
testants who think that la the way 
to win, but is decided by the money 
put up in the last hour. 

Furthermore, the whole appeal of 
the contest from first to last Is an 
appeal to the gambling instinct which 
the governments of our state and 
nation have been trying to curb. Each 
girl who enters the contest knows that 
she can only win by defeating others 
who may work just as hard w she 
does, and that her success if she wins 
will be at the expense of others. The 
promoters base their hopes of a big 
pot of money on the gambling instinct 
by —tttng a lot of women to work 
for them for nothing and then at the 
last to put up money on the chance 
of winning. 

The subscription contest Is a swindle 
on the government, because the pub¬ 
lisher as a result thereof sends 
through the malls at the pound rate 
papers which should pay third class 
postage rates. Beat ft Bunco know 
this and that is one reason why they 
always make the publisher eland the 
responsibility of the contest. They 
monkeying with Uncle Sam. 
don't want to take the chance of 

Section 419 of the postal laws and 
regulations defines what is a legiti¬ 
mate list of subscribers. Briefly sum¬ 
marized it is to the effect that sub¬ 
scribers are such persons as have sub¬ 
scribed for the publication for a 
definite time, either by themselves or 
by another on their behalf, and have 
paid or agreed to pay for jt a sub- 
WHY A Subscription—Galley Five 
advertised subscription price. Gift 
copies must be duly accepted by the 1 
persons and given for their benefit, 
and not for the benefit of the donor. 
It is clear that the numerous so-called 
subscriptions donated by‘the candi¬ 
dates and their friends are not sub¬ 
scriptions under the law because they 
are given for the benefit of the donor 
and not of the subscriber. Also it is 
clear that the subscriptions secured 
by the candidates at a low or nominal 
rate, the candidates agreeing to make 
up the balance of the price, are not 
subscriptions under the postal laws 
and regulations. The publisher often 
gets by with such fraudulent list be¬ 
cause nobody asks the department for 
an investigation. 

But the subscription contest ts a 
greater swindle on the publisher him¬ 
self than on anybody else because it 
puts him clearly in the class of suck¬ 
ers, one of whom is born every min¬ 
ute. 

Any experienced newspaper man 
knows that the money he receives for 
his paper at the regular price scarce-, 
ly pays him for the blank paper, the 
ink, the postage and the unavoidable 
losses and waste in the printing of 
his paper; yet the commission given 
to the promoters in a conteet, and the 
publisher’s share of the expenses of 
the campaign, reduce his income from 
the subscriptions to less than cost, 

, about one half the advertised price, 
j His folly would only be equalled by 
a clothing merchant who would buy 
a ten thousand dollar stock and then 
immediately sell the goods for $5,000 
in order to get ready money. The 
publisher might much better mortgage 
his plant to the limit and borrow the 
money he needs from the bank at 8%. 

The lure of ready money that in¬ 
duces the publisher to mortgage the 
future at 100 per cent is similar to 
the lure that induces the bank teller 
to take the bank's money hoping to 
put It back later. It is a question 
which commits the greater folly. 

The folly would not be quite so great 
if the publisher could save the money 
to pay the expenses of the lean years 
which follow the contest, but news¬ 
paper men are about like other men: 
nine-tenths of them cannot refrain 
from spending the money In sight 
They have a few weeks of a mad orgy 
of spending and then they are broke 
again and thedr old friends, their bona 
fide subscribers, from whom they 
formerly received a steady yearly in¬ 
come on subscription, are all paid 
ahead from one to six years. 

They are like the prodigal son who 
could not wadt for his inheritance hut 
begged of his father to let Wm have 
It in advance and then went out and 
spent It in riotous living. 

The subscription conteet can only 
be likened to a financial debauch. 

In conclusion, my friends, let me 
say there is only one enduring method 
of building a newspaper in the rural 
districts, only one that will stand the 
test of time, and that is to make Just 
as good a paper as you powdbly can 
every week of the year, studying your 
field and giving the people the kind 
of reading matter the worthwhile el¬ 
ement of your constituency want us¬ 
ing industry, economy and fair dealing 
day by day. 

Some of us are growing old in the 
harness. We lose the energy and en- 
thusiasm of youth. We grow weary 
and are prone to sit by the wayside 
and watch younger men pass us in the 
struggle up the mountainside. We 
find it easier to stay in the ruts of 
yesterday and to slide along than to

Provisions have been 
taken to stop the illegal taking of 
smelts while they are running. 

Within a week or so it is ex¬ 
pected that the first of the alewlves 
will be pointing their way up stream 
and then the work of planting them 
in some of the ponds In this section 
will begin. This is part of the project 
to restore the fish runs for which 
several new fishways have been built. 
As this is the fourth spring since the 
planting began It Is expected that 
some of the alewlves that were 
hatched In the ponds hereabouts will 
come back to deposit their eggs, as 
herrings always return to spawn in 
the ponds where they were hatched.

Tribute to 

Alex Morrison 

Alexander F. Morrison was born in 
Weymouth, Massachusetts. February 
22. 1S56. He lived nearly his whole 
life in San Francisco, for he went 
there with his parents in 1864. when 
he was eight years old. There he re¬ 
ceived his common school education. 
He graduated from the Uuiversity of 
California in 1S78. and from the Hast¬ 
ings College of the Law in 1881. One 
of his classmates at the university was 
Miss May B. Treat, whom he after¬ 
wards married. April 27. 1893. He 
died at Singapore, November 13. 1921, 
while on a pleasure trip to the Orient. 
During forty years he practiced his 
profession in San Francisco. He is 
survived by his widow, Mrs. May T. 
Morrison, and his sister, Dr. Mary 
Morrison Staples. 

Mr. Morrison was an eminent law¬ 
yer; he was a profound scholar In 
many branches of learning outside of 
the law; and he was a man of great 
nobility of character. 

His practice of the law won for him 


an<l goodness, and their translation 
into the language of human service 
and human happiness, are eternal. 

The name of Alexander F. Morrison 
will ever remain enshrined in the 
hearts of his friends, and when these 
friends, too, have answered the last 
summons, his spirit will yet survive, 
an example of God's most noble handi¬ 
work.

San Francisco and toward increasing 
its membership and usefulness^ At 
the time of his death he was a mem¬ 
ber of its board of governors and its 
senior vice-president. 

But fortunate is the busy profes¬ 
sional or business man who has a 
bobby and evocation. Mr. Morrison's 
hobby was his library; his avocation, 
the reading of good books. He pos¬ 
sessed one of the finest private 
libraries in San Francisco. And thru 
his extensive reading in all of the 
important branches of learning he 
became a widely read and deeply cul¬ 
tured man. His studies brought hta 
keen and truth-loving mind into con¬ 
tact with the ultimate realities of life 
and gave him that wonderful balance 
and that wisdom which were his pre¬ 
dominating intellectual qualities, even 
as his honesty, modesty and generos¬ 
ity were his outstanding moral char¬ 
acteristics. 

Altho the profession of the law 
brought him reputation and riches, 
and his taste for cultural reading 
increased hi9 personal happiness, 
yet his plend a achievements in 
these two exacting professions of 
the law and general literature are 
not what most distinguished him from 
other men. His most distinguishing 
characteristic was his nobility of char¬ 
acter.
